Senator nftPherson. 


Senator McPherf^ has read in place 


and presented to the Chair the following 
bills. These bills have either originated 
with him or he has agreed to stand for 
them:

current expenses of the county and reg- 
ulating the manner of borrowing. This 
bill passed the Senate, and iiaally Gov- 
ernor has vetoed it. 


An Act to amend an Act as to the 


nomination aud election of public of- 
llcers. 


An Act for lilie erechon and mainten- 


ance of a sanatorium at Mout Alto. Bill 
pasaed Senate. 


An Act to regulate the descent of 


eral an Act to incorporate the Sueque- 
uanna Canal Co. 


From Committee on Public Kiads and 


Highways an Act validating increase of 
indebtedness of townships. 


From Committee on Judiciary Gen- 


eral an Act preventing officers of inoti 
tutions receiving State money from sell- 
ing supplies to such institutions. 


Senator McPherson has bad quite a 


time with his bill for the adoption of 
trademarks for unions of workingmen. 
After passing Senate, it went to the 
House where it was amended so that 
McPherson explained to the Senate 
when it came back that the amendments 
were unsatisfactory to the persons who 
are interested In the bill. The Senate 
relnsed to concur in the amendments. 
The House refused to drop the amend- 
ments. A Conference Committee was 
appointed. Senators MePherson and 
Herbat ana Representative Seabrook 
were on this Conference Committe and 
they agreed to a bill retaining much of 
the verbiage of the amendment* of the 
House and the penalties provided by tbe 
Senate.

Seabrook voted for a bill to establish 


county associations oC School Directors, 
while JJittiuger is marked absent aud. 
not voting to same bill, yet on, tlie next 
bill be ia preient voting. Again, Sta 
brook voted for bill prohibiting persons 
under age of n from entering a licensed 
place and procuring intoxicating drlnfcs, 
while Bittinger is marked absent and 
not voting, though voting on bills prior 
to and following the one in question. 


Seabrook voted for bill deflning of- 


fense of expectorating in railroad cars. 
To tbe bill reported to the House by Sea- 
brook for the appointment of special 
game and Ush warden he is marked ab- 
sent and not voting, but the bill passed. 


The representatives of Adams county 


vote on much other legislation, good, 
bad and indifferent. 
We have given 


their records on some of the mor J im- 
portant bills.

He is in the same posi- 
tion as to a bill to appropriate $10.000 
for monument in Lancaster to Thaddeus 
Stevens and James Buchanan, though 
voting for a monument to cost $20.001) 
for Michael Illllbgas, first Treasurer ot 
the United States. He is marked ab- 
sent and not voting for bill regulating 
tbe practise of barbaring though his 
vote is recorded on bills immediately be- 
fore and alter the barber bill. 


Since April l, from the daily papers it 


would appear that Senator McPiierson 
offered an amendment to tbe school 
teachers salary bill (o make the mini- 
mum salary $30 instead of $35.

One of the erroneoun impressions re 


garding the Mason and Dijcuii hue ia 
tbat it was marked altogether with 
stone. 
Markers of stone were used 


wherevei possible by Mason and Dixon, 
but at points almost inaccessible they 
were obliged to resort to mounds of 
Birth or rock, and both can be seen still 
iulact after 14« years on high mountain 
points to which in those days of inferior 
transportation the atones could not De 
carried. 


There ia a atoiy of interest in connec- 


tion with tlie first stone set up in the 
northeast corner, near Xorth Kist, Md., 
and Newark, Ual. It had become acci- 
dentally broken before the Revolution, 
and the pieces were fastened together 
with leaden bands; after th« war broke 
oat these bands were removed by the 
patriots and molded into bullets, which 
were fired at the British at the battle of 
Brandywine. 
The uppo-r part of the 


stone fell and was lost, and through time 
the lower part became covered with 
earth. The stone was located in a dark 
ravine and United States Topographical 
Engineers located the spot. Workmen 
in sinking tbe hole to place tbe new 
stone found the loug.buried puitiona of 
tbe old stone.

Soldiers Orphans' Home, hat quite a 
history. We have starched in vain for 
some written account of this institution. 
All tbat we can give ia what has been 
told us by citizens who remember its 
history. The first owner as far as recol- 
lection goes was Captain John Myers. 
The original mansion was tbe brick por- 
tion, Tbe wwiketboard wing,was once 
part of tbe barn on premises and when 
tbe Orphans' Home was opened was 
moved to tbe house and altered and put 
in its present shape.

The National Homestead at Gettys- 


burg for the orphans of soldiers and 
sailors was Incorporated by Act o£ Legis- 
lature of Pennsylvania, March 22, 1887. 
Among the incorporators were such dis- 
tinguished soldiers as Generals George 
C. Meade, 0. O. Howard and Nathaniel 
P. Banks. The Iccil corpora'ors were 
David McUonanghy, Edward McPher- 
son and It. G. McCreary. Possibly the 
most interested individual m the move- 
ment was Dr. James C. Burns, of Phila- 
delphia, lie came lo Gettysburg fre- 
quently to iook after the management 
o£ the Homestead.

Though incorporated in Maiuh, 1S67, 


the movement had started before that 
lime and the Homestead was opened 
about September, 1866, and received 
then the first soldier's orphans to entsr 
tlie institution. Two ladies, a Mrs. Tilden 
and a Miss Howe were then in charge. 
The Homestead likely had State help 
but was also the recipient of contribu- 
tions from charitable people all over the 
country.

In the seventies the Homestead was 


put in charge of one Risa J. (Jaruiichael 
and she piovei to be the Jonah to the 
institution. It is of her regime that all 
kinda of stories are told. Orphans were 
punished by confinement in tbe dungeon 
in the cellar, they wero suspended by 
the arms in barrels, they were placed in 
shackles, the same being preserved now 
in the G. A. R. L'ost Room. Investiga- 
tions were made by the directors but the 
children who showed the effects of their 
cruel punishments were bidden until the 
inspection was over. It was a long lane 
of cruel treatment of tne orphans of 
men who had given their lives for their 
country but it had a turning.

At the August court, IbTB, Rosa J. 


Carniichae! was indicted for aggravated 
assault on an orphan, Geo. W. J,undou, 
at tbe Orphans' Homestead. The case 
was continued and tried at tbe Novem- 
ber court, 187B, and on November 14, 
she was found guilty by a jury. Sbe 
was sentenced to pay a fine ol Si* and 
the costs of prusecutiou. Tina was the 
beginning of the end of the Orphans' 
Homestead.

IT can be aaid that Senator McPher 


son's position on public affairs has met 
in a number of instances, with unqual 
fled condemnation from Governor Pen 
nypacker. What he has received fro1 


tbe official head of his own party h 
deservea from the people of his owi 
county. 


Senator McPherson introduced th 


bill to criminally punish any one givin 
aid ia the procurement of a divorce 
Governor Pennypaoker practically sale 
in his veto, that the bill was senseless 
for as long aa divorces were lawful, t 
aid in procuring that which was lawfu 
could not be unlawful. 


That was not the only condemnation 


he received from the Governor. lie in 
troduced, that is offered as his own, an 
act authorizing County Commissioners 
In order to pay current expenses, to bor 
row raouey upon the note of the county 
equal to ;.0 par cent, of the taxes re 
ceived during the year preceding. The 
Governor vetoed this bill of Senator Me 
Pheison, declaring that the policy o 
permitting counties to issue promises to 
pay in order to meet their current en 
pauses, is of very doubtful wisdom. 


Tbu is not all, however. A bill wa 


offered in the Senate providing for i 
system of drainage and sewerage foi 
lirst class townships. The hill was corn 
mined to Hie Judiciary General com 
rnittce, of which Senator McPherson ii 
a member. It was favorably acted upon 
in committee and Senator McPheraon i 
person reported it to the Senate. When 
this bill, for which he is in part responsi- 
ble, readied the Governor it was vetoed 
and unmercifully condemned by him. 
The bill tunde it Uwt'ul for an iadividmi: 
or a corpoia'iou lu own any part or all 
of a system. Tim Governor declared the 
Ihe maintenance of a system of sewerage 
to bi a municipal fuuctlou anil that 
sewers ought not to be a subject for 
barter anil aale. He further said : 


A private corporation ia not a means 


well adapted for the performance of 
necessary work. There ii a divided duty. 
The tervice to the public is always af- 
lected by the fact that it la important to 
— ••- • profit for the holders of the 
make 
stock. 


Tte bill authorizes the taking or im- 


proving ot private property under the 
guise or public benelit, and then author- 
izes the sale of this property to individ- 
uals or corporations, who presumably 
would not buy unless there could be as- 
lured a profit to themselves. 


If the time is come when there 'u u°ed 


for township sewerage, the means ought 
to be provided by the townships anil 
the ownership oujrliD to remain with 
them. 


The tendency of corporations to se- 


cure control of public works with a view 
to anticipated profits, and the easy-going 
disposition of the representatives of 
municipalities to permit such control to 
1)3 secured, ought not to be encouraged 
or extended. 


Senator McPherson reported another 


bill to the Semite for an iucorpoiation, 
which took the popular title of the Sus- 
quebanna Canal grab. 


Senator McL'herson voted for Ihe act 


empowering County Commissioners in 
cities to appoint election officers ia pluc 
of the Court. This would have give 
the Machine the power to further de 
bauch all elections. 
The State woul 


bav« been at the mercy of the Miichiu 
It was too much for Governor Pennj 
packer and he vetoed it. 


There was a bill before the Senate t 


make the poll tax ten cents in uitiea 
The Republicans supporting the actgav 
as the reason for the bill that the politi 
cians have to contribute liberally to up 
bold their party when it comes to a con 
test, with the poll tix as it is at present 
and that both parties are sick of it. Th 
tax ought to be made higher instead 
of lower and paid before any nomina 
tious are made. 
Senator McPher'soi 


must have been piessut in the Senat( 
when the bill canoe up for he voted 01 
tbe following bill, bus to the ten ceni 
poll tax bill he was marked absent anc 
not voting. Ol course it is possible he 
may have gone out to see a xan about 
that time, but it looks as though 
could not swallow the bill and did not 
have the courage to oppose this Machine 
bill.

The bill was passed anj ap- 
proved by the Governor, which is again 
in condemnation of Senator McPher- 
sou's course. 


Representatives Bttliuger and Sea- 


brook have supported the Machine in its 
effort to control election officers in. cities 
through appointment by County Com- 
miasiouers, and in the making of all the 
new ottlces the Machine wanted.

Spring cattle shipments to date amount 


to over 200,000 pounds. J. C. Lower, of 
McKn-ghietown, the well known cattle 
buyer, reports that he has shipped, in- 
cluding last Saturday's shipment, 208.J520 
pounds of winter fed cattle, principally to 
tbe Baltimore markets. Prices ranged 
fiom 4J to 5 cents a pound 
Tbe low 


price paid for cattle this spring ia explained 
by the fact that it was an unusually good 
winter [or cattle in the west and while 
feed waa scarce here it was plenty in tbe 
west. Much of tbe weatern corn waa aolt 
in the cob and not being fit for shipment 
waa fed to tbe cattle. It ia generally 
agreed that Adams county feedera have 
not come out well this year. Shippers 
eay that cattle should gain over winter 
from 300 to 350 pounds, while this year 
Adams county cattle showed an average 
gain of from 200 to 300 pounds. Corn 
that waa aoft oo the cob was alao led in 
this eection and that ia one reason given 
for the failure to fatten properly. The 
scarcity of both abort and long feed may 
have bad something to do with the cattle 
fattening problem. Tbe gain in weight 
over the winter ia considerably below the 
average and alao below the averagagain 
of last year. The heaviest steer -vas aold 
by J, O. Swartz, ot New Oxford. It was 
of tbe Durham breed and weighed 1550.

At tbe regular meeting ol the Town 


Council, Tuesday evening of last week, it 
was finally decided to increase the police 
force by the employment of P:irfc Noel for 
night duty. 
The Finance Committee 


made a report concerning the Stable fund ; 
proposing that a bond be issued and that 
the proceeds be used for the improvement 
of the highways. 
The Burgess waa also 


urged to enforce a rigid collection of all 
fines and license fees. 


Second Warders Want Another Alley. 


Secretary WisoUkey read a communica- 


tion from a number ol citizens of the Sec- 
ond Ward, petitioning Council to ordain 
and open a public alley webt of Carlisle 
street, commencing at property of Puter 
Bruner, and extending south to public 
alley running from Carlisle street to Wash- 
ington street. On motion of Councilman 
Wisotzkey the Highway Committee was 
instructed to investigate the matter. 


In a letter to Council, J. A. Tawney 


aeked permission to erect a bav window 
on the first and second stories of hia resi- 
dence on Washington and Middle streets. 
It was agreed to allow the privilege with 
the restriction that the projection be lim- 
ited to 20 inches. 


Instructions to Policemen.

were present for instructions. Mr. PI'ink, 
at whose instance tbey were called, aa well 
as several other members of Council, ques- 
tioned both the officers.

Council then took up the question of 


better police protection at night, which 
had been discussed at some length at the 
recent adjourned session. After some talk. 
Mr. Swift moved that Park Noel be en 
gaged for a period ol six months, at $10 
a month. Mr. Noel ib now employed sa 
night watchman by a numher of business 
hoiiKea in town but his now duties will not 
conflict with his regular wnrk.
